Fish Is Not a Brain Food

rose because fish contains phos- 

phorus and the

fish.: Unfortunate-

. to it!. The brain, 

like other parts of 

the body, requires 

a balanced diet. No 

case has ever been reported of a 

man. soothing the irritated nerves 

of his wife by feeding her celery.

has a sterilizing effect, On the 
other hand, most fruits are éasily 
digested in the raw state, are 
more palatable and richer in vita- 
mins. 

A widespread belief which has a 
small portion, but only a smail 
portion of truth, is that whole 
wheat bread is vastly superior to 
white bread. Whole wheat bread 


‘contains more minerals, vitamins 


and roughage than white bread, 
But the minerals. and vitamins 
lacking in white bread can easily 
be supplied by other common 
foods, and there is no justification 
for going, to the extreme of omit- 
ting white bread entirely from the 
diet.
